ſmall and ouerlayde. For what Princeis there bordering vppon 
ſo puiſſant an enemy, but eyther by building of Ptrreflnes by 
entertayning of Garriſons , isnot altnoſt beggered, I willnor 
ſay in time of warre, but euen during the ſecureſt peace, eſpe- 
mg conſidering that the forces of the Turke are alwayes rea-

dy, ſtrong andcheerefull, yea better furniſhed in the time of 


peace, then any other Nation inthe hotteſt fury ofwar?Where- 
fore it Rands him wpon, that is a borderer vpon ſo powerfull an 
c 


enemy; either for feare or icalouſie, to be euer watchfull, and to 
ſpareno charges, as dooth the /Emperour ; retayning in wages 


continually twenty thouſand Souldiers, keeping watch & ward 
vpon the borders of Hungary. Theſe aske greatexpences, & yet 


lefle then theſe, are not to bee defraiced for the ſtrengthening of 
other _ beſides otherexpences not meete here to be ipo- 
ken of, ' 

VVherefore, ſecing the Turke like an vnſatiable Tyrantzhath 
oucrwhelmed ſo many Noble Prouinces, & ſomany flouriſhing 
Kingdomes, yea and hath brought ynder his yoake thole citties 
which yere thought impregnable ; and thoſe Bullwarks yyhich 
the World deemed could neucr haue beene, forced let not vs 
thatlye further off, ſhut both our eares, and ſay he is farre from 
Vs, ir fo he Rands at our doores, yea cloſe by our ſides.

being Inland people, and trading litle by Sea,)are nothing in» 
terefſed ; yet their neighbors of Hamborongh, Labech,& diuers 
other Haunſe-townes, making all theſe matters far greater 
worſe then indeed they are, have ſpread cuen into their minds 
the contagion of theyr owne grudge. | 
The Councell of Sxxony are at this time fewe, and of thoſe, 
ſcarce any that were Councellers in the time of ( briſtianns. A- 
mongſt them, there are ſome thar are of the Nobilicy, Coun- 
cellors rather in name then effeR, For in that they liuc in their 
contries,they are fildome preſent at any conſultations, & med- | 
dlelittlein the ordinary gouernment of the ſtate, The reſt,at- 
terthe manner of Germany are moltCiuillians, The whole go- 
vernment of the affayres (as alfo the Court) is very priuate,O- 
ther particulars cannot ſpecific, neither in truth (if a man con 
fider their outward portlinefſe) though otherwiſe I doubt nor 
but wiſe enough, do they merice the {etting down of any.

Yet muſt 
we needs confefſe thar ſuch as isthe corage,valor,8& reput tid 
of the prince ; ſuch is.the reſolution, alacrity, and forces ofthe 
Polacks ; ofthemſclues populous, yaliant,and coragious.

ſome few prouinces, which to this day obſerue the Chriſtian 
rites, Towards the Occan ſea they are all Tdolaters and Gen- 
tiles. Generally they all lead a brutifh life, farre different from 
che inftinE of reaſon, from imployment of wit, and niamarry 
ſciences. They are exceeding luxurious, by reaſon wherof the 
country ſ\xarmeth with Whores . But they that inhabite the 
good toiwnes are a great deale more neat and cluill then theſe. 
other Africans ; They live not long, yerretaine their wonted-. 
vigor, and the ſoundneſle of their teeth to theirlaſt gaſpe. 

The countrey was once diuided into five and twenty kings 
domes, now reduced to three; that is to ſay, the kingdome of 
Tombat, the kingdome of Borneo, and the kingdame of Gaogs,

Gualata is diſtant from the Ocean 100, miles, it is very ſmall 
and containeth but three burroughes with ſome territorie of 
ground, hamlets, and date-bearing fields thereunto adiacent.

It is of no lefle moment for ſcituation, ſore of corne, oyle, 
fax, andeattle, then for pleaſantnefle of teritory, and plentie 
of water. The wals ate very {itong, and defended with manie 
bulwarkes. The inhabitants are very thrifty, giuen to trafficke, 
and eſpecially to the making of clothes of wooll, filk and cot- 
ton, The kings eldeſt ſonne is called the prince of Adfequinez. 
Though the kingdome haue no good hauens ypon the Meds- 
teranean ſea, yet great ſtore of Engliſhmen and Frenchmen re- 
ſort to eAlarach, 4gzer, and other ports in the Ocean, whereof 
ſome belong to the kingdome of Fez, and otherco the king= 
dome of © A[arecho. They carry thether armor and orher wares 
. of Eurep,which they barter for ſugar and other commodities, 
Now how the kingdomes of Fez and CMarecho ( two ſeucrall 
principalities) with their dependances became fubie&to one 
crown Ithinke it worthy relation, becauſe a more ſtrange and 
memorable accident hath nothapnedin our age . Aboutrhe 
year.1508. a certain A/faique born in Tigumedes in the prouince 
of Dara, began to grow in reputation,a man of reaching wit & 
no leſſe ambitious then learnd in the Mathematicks. His name 
was Mahumet Ben- Amet, otherwiſe called  Xeriffe by his owne 
commandement.This man deriuing his peregree frs Aabumer 
and 1mboldned by the ciuill warre of Aﬀricke,& the differents 
of the tates & common weales thereof[wherein in thoſe daies 
the Portugals were of no fmall pence on to'dreame on 
the conqueſt of Menritania Tirgitar. Which the better toet-

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" tlemen pentioners and of greatreputation. Theſe ride VPPop 
braue horſes with rich capariſons, thei arms and furniture ſhi- 
ning with gold, filyer, ſtones, and all things elle, which for ya« 
griety of colours,orrich-deuiſesman delight the eye with a gal- 
lant ſhew,or feed rhe humor of the curious beholder. To theſe 
ſeruitors befidestheir allowance of corne, prouender; butter, 
and fleſh for themſelus, their wines, children and ſeruants,they 
receiue yearly fromſcuenty to one hundered ounces of filuer. 
The third ſortare a kind of Tamarets : forthe Xeriffe doth alot a 
ertaine portion of land and tennants to his ſonnes, bretheren, 
and men of quality amongſt the people of Aficke and Arabia, , 

_ forthe maintainance of their degrees, Thoſe whom they terme - 
Alcaids, looke to the manuring ofthe fieldes, gather the rents | 
of corne, rice, oats,oyle,butter,fleſh,poultry,and monye, and 
diſtribute it monthly amongſt the ſouldicrs , to euery man ac- 
cording to-his place. They likewiſe give them linnen, wollen, 
and filke for their garments : armour and horſes for ſeruice, If 
their horſes chanceto be ſlaine, they giue them new: fo did the 
Romans to thoſe which ſerued on the horſes of the ſtate, The 
commanders of theſe troopes are yery carefull to fee theirfol- 
diersin hart and full of life, excellent well armed, and compe- 
rently attyred, They receiue berweene foure and twenty & 30. 
ounces of filuer yeerely, The fourth ſort make the Arabians, 
who commonly liue intents, deuided by 120, ynder their ſeue- 
rall leaders, to be alwaies ready vpon all occaſions, They ſerue 
on horfebacke, but more like theeues and outlawcs, then ſoul- 
diers, The fift ſort is like the preſſeof the Chriltian common- 
weales. Theſe companies conlſift of citizens, villagois,& moun. 
taine people,Oftheſe men the king makerh no reckoning,net- 
ther doth he willingly arme them, for feare of ſedition andin=- 
nouation, vnleſſe it be to watrre ypon the Chriſtians,, wherein 
he cannot forbid them to ferue. For ypon remembrance of the

dian wheag,& al other kind of pulſe(as wel known as vnknown 
tovs) in very plentifull maner. They haue vines, but make ng 
win 5 white it be in the kings court, or the Frremcas palace, 
inſtced whercofthey brew a kind of {harpe beuerage made of 
the fruit of Tamerind. The Orange, Lemon,8 Cedartree grow 
wilde.They make oyle of a certaine fruit 'whick they cal Zang, 
it is ofa good colour but vnſauory. The Bees builde their hiues 
euen in their houſes, wherupon ariſeth a great quantity of wax 
and hony, Their garments are wouen ofa cotton wooll. The 
richer ſort are clothedin ſheepe skins,the Gentlemen in cafes 
of Lions, Tygres,and Linces. Their riches confiſt in heardes of 
oxen,goats,{heep,mules,afles & camels. Of horſes their breed 
is ſmall, but they haue great ſtore of goodly courfers brought 
 themfrom Arabia and Egipt. They leaue the foales with the 
mares not aboue three daics,but put them ynto kine to ſuck& 
reare vp, They haue Hens, geeſe, wilde ſwine, Harts, goats,and 
hares, but no conies, yea and fuch Beafts,of which we hane not 
_ thelike, as panthers, Lyons,Elephants, and Linces. To ſpeake 
in a word : there is no country yndetheauen fitter for increaſe 
of plants,and all liming creatures, but none lefſe helpt by art or 
induliry, for the inhabitants are idFand ynthrifty. They haue 
Hax, but make no cloth,they haue ſugar-canes and yronmines, 
but know not the vſe of either,and as for ſmiths, they fear them 
asfends, They haue rivers and ſtreames, yet will nor they take 
paines in drouths to cut the banks to water their tilage orhar- 
ten their grounds, Few giuethemſclues to hunting or fiſhing, 
which cauſeth their fields to ſwarme with foule and yeniſon,& 
their riuers with fiſh . Bur it ſeemeth thar the true ground of 
their idlenesariſerh from their cuill vſage; for the pore people | 
perceiuing their Land-lords to-pole and pill them,neuer ſowe 
more then they needes muſt, They keepe no' method intheir 
tpecches,and to write aletter,many men(and that many daies) 
muſt lay their Wits together, At meales they neither ye cloth, 
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n2pkin, nor tables. They arevtterly igpgrant ity phyliche, The . | 


gentlemen, Burgers, and Plebeians dywlte!l apart, yet may anie 
man rife euento honor by vertue and proweſle, The firſt borne 
1s heir to al,euen to the vrmoſt farthing. Throgh the whol land 
there is not a towne containing aboue 1600, houſkoldes, and 
but few of that quantity : for, for the moſt part they dwell dif- 
perſed in ſmall villages. They haue no caſtle or fortification, in 
imitation of the Spartars, maintaining that a country ought to 
be defended by the ſword,& not by firength of — or Ee 
They darter one thing for another, and to make recknings cue, 
they ſupply the want with corne and ſalt.

This kingdome con» 
tainethall that Tlapd which lyeth between the riuers of Cxama 
and Spsrito Santo (a teritoryof onehundred and fifty leagues in 
compalle) and from SpmitoSanto it treteheth eucn tothe Cape 
of good Hope : for the viceroyes of that huge tract daackno- 
ledge him for their ſoueraigne and ſupreame;,gouernour. Of 
townes and villages they haue few, thoſe cottages which thay 
have, conhft of Timber and thatch, One of their chiefe Cirties 
is called Zimbas, another Benemetaxa, the one 25. miles,the o- 
ther 24. diſtant from Cefa/s towards the welt. The ſoile aboun- 
deth with corne and with cattell great and ſmall wandering by 
heardsthrogh the fieldsand woods. By the ſtore of eeeifecen 
thence tranſported , wee may conieCture that lefle then 5oeo. 
Elephants cannot bur die yearly in this countrey , theſe beaſts 
are hed very great. There is no climate like it for plentic of 
gold : forthere are 3000.mines, wherout gold is digged :gold 
is likewiſe found in the carth, in rockes and riuers, The miges 
of cAlanica, Bore, Qniticui, and Toroe (which ſome men cal Bu- 
txa)are the richeſt.

To returne toour relation of the ſoile and climare ; for the 
molt part it is couered with woods and lakes; theſe woods are 
the branches of Zercma, ſpreading itſelfe throgh al thenorth, 
and perhaps more in this prouince then in any other. Heere 
orowe the var and talleſt trees of the worlde, thorough 
which for their thicknefſe the brightnes of the ſunne beames 
can hardly pierce. An vnſpeakable quantity of Rofin and pitch 
diſtilleth out of theſe Trees, and heere isthe neuer-waſting 
fountaine of wax and hony. Forwithour any induſtry of man, 
the Bees themſelues builde their hines in the arkes andhol- 
lownefle of trees. Heere is all plenty of cattell and wild beaſts. 
Beares, Martins, beaſts called Zibelli, and Woolues: whole 
Skinnes do beare high prices, Ofthetimber of theſe rreesare 
fquared all neceflaries, as well forbuildings as all other vies ; 
the wals of the citties are framed of beames' cut foureſquare, 
faltened together,filling all the chinks and vacant places with 
earth. And of theſe beames likewiſe they buildeplatformes of 
ſuch height and thicknefle, that they bear the vveight of great 
Ordinance hovy maſlie ſocuer: they are ſubfe ro Be bur not 
ealily ſhaken vvith the fury of battery, Some men maintaine 
preat diſputation, whether fortreſſes builrof tone, chalke or 

_ erth be of greateſt validiry.For the laſt, theſe be their reaſons : 
theſe are ſooner built, with leſfe charge, & make beſt refiftice : 
when a breach is made, theyare cafeft repaired, and any part 
thereof (if chance, ocation orneceffity require) lightlier chan- 
ged.

Nowograde, Vo/upp2, and many others. The abundance of theſe 
yvaters do make the ayr colder then is requiſit for the increaſe 
of cattell,or groweth of plants, and although cold is thought 
more vyholſome then heat, yetare their cattell of ſmall pro. 
weth thetby, and many times their fruits com nor to ripening, 
the carth drovvned vvith the yvaters forthe moſt parr beg 
meth light and ſandy, and then cither with too great drouth, 
ortoo much moyſture, it deſtroyeth the fruir. Winter in ſome 
ſort laſteth nine months, little more or lefle,and the ſoil brin- . 
geth forth plenty of graine and feeding for cattle. Ir alſo'brin- 
eth forth Apples,Nuts, & Filberds : other kind of fruits they 
Nance! know.Of fiſh they raile their greateſt gaine,as hauinp 
proce abundance of that commodity ; they dry them in the 
roſt and vvinge, as in Norvvey and other northerly Nations, 
and they lay it yp for (tore as yvell in their townes of warre, as

chaire of eſtate, and oftentimes changeth it, in boaſt ofhis ri- 
ches ; In his left hand he beareth a molt rich crofier, apparrel- 
ledin along garment,not much ynlike to that _ the pope 
_ weareth when he goeth to maſle : his fingers are full of golde 
rings, and the image of Chriſt and his blefled mother the vir- 
oin,arc ouer the chaire wherein he ſitteth.

Hee hath notmany minesof 
goldor filuer. The beſt mart towns from whence he gathereth 
the greateſt part of his reuenues, ate eAſtrachey at the Caſpian 
ſea,whither the wares of the Per/ians & e Armenians are broght; 
and Saint Vecholzs, whether the ſhips of the Engliſh and Hol 
landers doe ariue, laden with cloath and other merchandize, 
which fromthence are tranſported to Uelgda.When his Am» 
bafſadors return, he taketh from them the preſents giuen them 
by forraine princes, and in ſteed thereof beſtowerh vpon them 
{ome other reward, and many times nothing atall.To ſpeak in 
2 word :he gleaneth wharſocueris good or ought worth tho 
rough his wholekingdome ; it is thought that hee hath great - | 
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ſhes of bz, which maybe true : forthe great Duke /obu, wa- 
ſted ina manner all Livonia, ſparing neither relique, challice, 
crucifix, nor any ornament of hhuer : and of that which is once 
brought in, he ſuffereth no part thereof to be tranſported our 
of his dominions, ynleſſe it be for the ranſome of fouldiers ta- 
ken in the warre, or of the poore people caried into captiuity.

The ſtrength of the Kipgdome confifteth in the manifold nii- 
bers of rivers and mariſhes, and inthc thicknes of woods. Be- 
ſides they vſe'to lay waſtethe parts neereſt their enemies that 
there the _ s may grow thicker, which for the moyſture of 
the ſoile quickly commethtopaſle, and areas auailcable asa 
wall or trench to the defence of the next townes. This pollicy 


brought great trauell tothe Polanders, for they were conſtray- 
_ nedto looſe much time in cutting downe the woodes before 
they could com to the inhabited places of their enemies. They 
haue a few fortreſſes, ſome built of tone, ſame of bricke after 
the Kaiian faſhion, but without ſtrength ofmoderne deuiſes or 
cunning workmanſhip.Such are the caſtles of Moſco, Nonagrad, 
Pleſconia,Porconia, Slobada : ſore are wrought with twigs and 
carth well o__ downe, 28 Smolonck.But commonly the wals 
of ſtrong places are builrof great beams ſtuffed [with turffe or 
moſſe,leauing loop-holes for their ſhot.

ly behauior,as imitating the faſhions of the Poloman; wherat 
ſome of them haue ſubie&ted themſeclues to )this crowne, and 
profeſle chriſtianity. The Negai lyeth Eaftward, and 1s reckned 
the beſt man of war among the Tartars, but very ſauage aboue 
all the reſt, The Cheremeſſer T artar lyeth between the Raf/te 8 
the Naigas, and are of two ſorts, the Lugawoy,that is of the val- 
ley, and the Nagornay, viz. : of the hilly countrey, Theſe haue ſo 
troubled the Ruſſie Emperor, that vnder colour of a yearly pen- 
lion of Raſſte Sek 21h he is content to buy his peace, yet 
with condition to ſerue him in his wars. _

birth & calling, This mans folowers at that time liued without 


maners,law orreli gio,in the plains of Carecoram, tended their 
cattle,and paicd their duties to king Vncham,otherwile Preſs 
ber Iobn, who without doubt in thoſe daies kept his court in 
Tenduch in the kingdome of Argon.But this king Cizgrs firſte 
ſubdued the kingdom of Vncham, & afterwards impoſed the 
yoke of ſubicRion on the bordering prouinces.' And withour 
ueſtion that famous comet ſecn in the month of may, 1211, 
laſting 18.daies, & glimmering on the Gorhs, Tanau & Ryſſia, 
with it's tail extended towards the welt, did forcſhew the ſuc= 
ceeding invndation of theſe Tartars. For in the year folowing, 
this nation, whofe name was not ſo much as drempr ofdefore 
in Europe, wholly ſubdued Sarmaria Aſratica, or Scythia, inua- 
ded Ruſſia, Hungaria,and Polonia, And laſtly erected other fa- 
mous Monarchies in China, Mem,and Bengala.

ſome to inhabit by the fauour of the weſterne winds, though 
in regard of his ſpaciouſnhes it is ſubie&to diuers tempratures, 
as in ſome places warme, viz : towardes the e&qmater, in ſome 
temperate or rather cold, as toward the North : But encrally 
for goodneſle of ſcituation, temperature, health, in firtility, 
 i1tisfar better then any other countrey . Twice in the yearcit 
yeeldeth fruit, and therefore neuer feeleth famine, nor ſcarſity, 
the benefit whereof is furthered by the ouerflowing of the Ri- 
ucrs,as in e-Zgypt : yet hath it it s deſerts, ſcorching ſands, pla- 
ces infeſted with wilde beaſts, and vnpeopled by reaſon ke in 
penetrable woods.

This man incouraged by the victories of his maifter, andpre- 
ſuming vpon his owne good fortune, bereaued the Gentiles of | 
the greater part of { a:07a; and hauing gathered a moſt migh+ 
ry and populousarmy compaRted of Gentiles, Mahumetans,& 
Chrittians,after he had raigned 204yeares,he died inthe hight 
of his proſperity, leauing lis ſon 4famidar behind him : whom - 
the king graced with his farhers regency, vppon conditionta 
pay him a yearely tribute; which payment the yong man net- 
cher regarded, norſheiwedt himſclfe loyall to his ſoueraignein 
many things. Tthapened that Sanoſaradin dying in the warre 
which he made againſt Pesfia;left behind him a ſon of ſuch pus 
fillanimity and fo baſe a {piric, that Afemiza hereupon took

had vnder his ſtandard, one hundred and fitty thouſand horſe, 
wherof3 5000. were barbed, The number of tootmen was yoo 
thouſand, Amonglt theſe were fifteen thouſand forren ſouldi- 
ers,and foureſcore chriſtians French, & Portugals ; at which, by 
what meanes,or by what xay,they ſhould come thither, 1doe 
not alittle wonder. Their Galleon(which they called Dobriga) | 
fuffered ſhipwracke in the channell of Cambaia. 

I know, that iftheſe preparations and prouifions for warre, 
be compared with our forces of Chriſtendome,they will hard- 
Iy be taken for true : but wee haue already dectucal the caules, 
why the princes of the Eaſt & ſouth may gather greater armies 
then we can, and coſequently that thoſe things whicharef 
ken of their incredible ſtore, and wonderfull prouifion'offur- 
niture may be an{werable to their leuies and proportions. And 
as they are able to leuy milipns of men(for arming and feeding 
them'they take no great cart; ) fo likewiſe do the prouincesa- 
forde great plenty of prouifion, and an ineftimable multi» | 
rude of their vſuall warlike engines : for th ey carrye nothing 
with them ſane that which is neceſſary and needful for ſernice: 
Wines, cates, and ſuch like, which cannot but with greatex- 
pence,labour and trouble, he carried along with armies,are by 
theſe men wholy omitted & vtterly reieRed. All their thoghts 
tend to warltke prouiſion, as to get Brafle, yron, Steele, and 
Tin,to forge pieces, and caſt great ordinance ; yron and leade

ro make bullets, yron and ſteele to temper cymitars; Oxenand 
Elephants to draw their artillery ; graine to nouriſh their bo- 
dics ; mettals to arme them,and treaſure to conſerue them. 
They are all tyrants, and to preſcruetheireſtate, and induce 
ſubmiſiue awednes,they hold hard hands ouer the commmal- 
ty, committing all goucrnment into the hands of flaues & ſol- 
diers, And to make theſe men faithfull and loyall, they ordaine 
them Lords of all things, commuting ynto their truſt, townes, 
caltles, and expeditions of great waight : but the expeRation 
of the prince is often deceiued by the rebelion of theſe vaſlals, 
tor ſometimes they yiurpe whole prouinces,and impoſe vppon 
the people all kind of injuries. But let good princes thinkeir as 
neceſlary to builde their ſafety on the loue of their ſubie&ts, as 
yponthe force of their ſouldiers, Feare admitteth no ſecurity, 
much leſle perpetuity : and therefore theſe tyrantes expecting 
no ſurety at the hands of their ſubje&s,truſt wholy vpon their 
men of warre, flattering them with promiſe of liberty,and be- 
{towing vpon themthe goodes of their ſubie&ts as rewardes of 
their ſernice.So with vs, the Turke ftrengthneth his ſtate with 
Tanizars,and as he coueteth to be beloued and fauored ofthem 
(to that end beſtowing vpon them the riches & honors of the 
Empire) ſo they acknowledge no other Lorde and maiſter, I 
may very. well ſay, father and protector, And ſo many of the 
AMalaber princes viing and acounting the people bur as beaſts, 
lay all their hopes and fortunes on the Nairs : the kings of Or- 
mus, Cambaia, Decan, and Achan, lay all ypon the ſhaulders of 
theſe ſlaues. In a word as alawfull andiuſt prince hatha great 
regardand finguler care to haue the liking & loue of the peo- 
ple,by which being garded and inuironed(as with a ſtrong ri- 
pire)he isable to withſtand all attemprs : ſo contrariwil: e,ty- 
rants knowing themſelues hatefull ro the people, imploy their 
whole ſtudy how to win the fauor of their ſouldiers end {laues, 
ther-by to reprefle innouations at home,and inuaſions from a- 
broad.Seeing therfore the ſafery & foundation of their great- 
neſſe is built ypon the entertainment of their ſouldiers as their 
Nairs, their Iarizars free or bound , ſtrangers or ſubiects, yea, 
whatſocuer they be,it muſt needs follow that onely ations of

Annales of 2000. years and ypward)and by other of their Me- 
»#{cripe Chronicles written in their owne language, (whoſe 
fragments are yet to be ſcene)that their kings were Lords al- 
moſt of al the ſea-coaſt of eA/a, from the ſtraight of Aniay,to 
the kingdome of Pegs, the prouinces of CMelerai,bacam,(alm, 
boraga,and other teritories, ſcituated yppon the North-fide of 
Pegs, where their monuments with their Epitaphes and dev» | 
ſes are to be ſecn at this day,For in al the foreſaid regions, the 
reliques of their ancient ceremonies, (wherby the knowledge | 
of the Mathematiques, as the dinifion of the yeare into mo» | 
neths,the Zodiake into twelue ſigns, true teftimonies.of their 
Empiry) are taught by tradition. Neither is the time long, fi- 
thence all thoſe kingdomes accounted the king of (hinafot 
their ſoucraigne, ſending their Ambaſſadors with preſentsto

his court cuery third yeare. 
Theſe Ambafſadours ought to bee foure at leaſt, for before. 
they could ariue attheir iournics end, ſome of them citherby | 
remotenefle of place, difficult accefſe of audience, or delayin | 
difpatch,could not but ſurely die ; thoſe whoſe chaunce it was | 
to ſcape,the chmois in ſome ſet banquet woulde poyſon ande-

They inlarged 
their dominions no lefſe ypon the Ocean, then ypon the con- 
tinent.For they firſt of all inuaded the Iles of the Orient ; next 
to them, the Giaws: then the Mollacans and Moores,and laltly, 
the Portugals and caſizfzevs, who holde them at this day. Bur 
none of theſe nations were cquall of powerand magnificence 
to the chinozs : for beſides the conqueſt of the beedacing Iles 
(which in q__ of their numbers, their ſpaciouſneſle and fir- 
tility,were of great reckoning)they becam Lords of the grea- 
teſt part of all the inhabitable places inthat valt Archipelags, 
cuen to Zeilan, where they left their ſpeech and carraRers, as 
alſothey did the like| ypon the oppoſite continent, Weeread 
alio inthe papers of certaine leſuites, that in one quarterof 
the Tland of Saint Levrence, they founde white people, which 
ſaid that they deſcended of the Chinoz, They firſt diſcouered 
the Molnceas, youe names ynto the ſpices, and planted Colo- 
nics in many of them , which to this preſent keepe their olde 
name,as batta china a MH aw, batta china, CManri: batta fgniti- 
eth a towne, batta china, atowne of the chinozs . It is likewiſe. 


thought tha the inhabitants of /aws deſcended of them, & ro 


ſpeak the truth, there is no great difference between their ma- 
ner of liuing,cloathin gay g,induſtry,trafficke,and manu-

ell occupations,But atcer the ſhipwracke of foureſcore veſſels, 
and the lofſe of their people inthe ſea of Zeilew, comparin 
their profit with their loſle, they reſolued to try no'more ſuc 
hazards, but to contain themſelues within their own bounds. 
And to cauſe this edi&tto bee inuiolably obſerued, they enaft- 
ed, t12t none thereafter yppon paine of the lofle of his head, 
ſhoul« offer to faile into thoſe parts : the kings themſelues did

Therefore can we nor bur aſcribethis reſoluti. | 
onof the (bins rather to good conſcience and aduiſedneſſe, 
then to wiſedome or good policy. Forſeeing there can bee no 
greaterfolly then to hazard our own goods,on hope to gaine 
athers;'to waſt the. borders of our owne dominions, toinuade 
ourneighbors, to ſhed our owne blood vppon defiretofpilla 
Krangers; it is morc honorable and worthy the office of a! ng 
ro content himſelfe with his owne right, rather then by wrong 
to poſſefſe anothers. Content breeds ſtability,conquelt brings 
care to feethe conquered; therefore why ſhoulde any prince 
weare out himſelfe to-inlarge his dominion, ifenlargemenrds 
notonely do no good, but cuen-ſpoileth that which was good 
before,making that vncertaine which before was certaine, and 
weakening that which before was ſRronge .

Notwithſtanding leaft oy 
ny man ſhould thinke this people to inioy all ſweetes without 
ſome mixture of ſower, you muſtnote, that their cearth- quakes 
arc more dreadtu] to them then any peſtileace to vs : for whol' 
citties haue beene ſwallowed, and prouinces made defart by 
this puniſhment, They choke vp the courſe of ancient chanels, 
and make new,where were neuer any before, they lay moun- 
caines levell with the ground, making hauocke of the people, 
Inthe yeare 1555. a deluge breaking out of the bowels of the 
earth, detoured 1 80.miles of firme land, with the townes and 
villages, ſtanding thereuppon : thoſe whicheſcaped the floud, 
liohtnin 2 and fire from heauen deſtroyed. 

There are ſaid to be in China t5o.cities,23F. great townes, 
1154. caſtles, and 420. borroughes without walles, wherein 
fouldiers are quartered ; of villages and hamlets(ſome of them 
containing a thouſand houſholds) the number is infinite ;for 
the country is ſo coucred with habitation, that al ch: ſeemech 
but as one towne.

Neither doe the people ofthe, 
Eaft, ſpend a quarter of that clothing which we doe : they got”: 
to the war halfe naked, hiding nothing but their priuities:theyy 
ſtand not in Read of that M1V16 3 of workmen which we dogg 
among whom, the greateſt part of our life is ſpent, in weauilg © * 
and deuifing tuffes and faſhions to cloath the-carcaſe & ad mM 
the body; with cloth, filke,colours, and embroderies. Altmelt * 
expences are only yponcloathing of Cotton-wooll, and that 
but from the Nauellto the knee. Theſeare the reaſons which 
I meant to lay, why they may gather forty thouſand men with. ©:

without armour, without curaces, helmets , launces or uy py : 
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which with vs cannot be conueyed from place to placewithe = 
out great expence. Virgil, called this luggage, muſtem faſcom, 
becauſe it ſeemeth aneedleſle trouble ; k 4 > depene 
rate much from the ancient Rowe, who for ten daies iourney 
and more, carried eucty man his proper weapons both offen= 
flue and defenfiue, yea and ſomtimes his victuals.What ſhould 
we ſpcake ofthe Armies of the Affiriens,and Ethiopians,of Bris, 
Nruus, Simiramis, ( ambiſes, ( rus, Darm, Seſoftris 1nd Sefaens 
were they not as huge and populous by the report of all hiſto- 
ries, as theſe whereof wee intreat ? Or in times lefle auncient © 
hauenot we and our aunceſtors ſeene the Arabians, Tartarians, 
and Turkes, inuading prouinces with Armies of three hundred 
thouſand people and vpward. By moderne examples and me- 
mory of later accidents to giue credit to the auncient, I will ſee 
downe what hapned in eAngola (a noble and rich prouince of 
the Welt Ethyope adioyning to ( ongo) reported by the Letters 
of certaine Icſuites and Portugall Captaines. Inthe yeare 2584 
Panlus Diaſins by the fauour of God and valour of lis people, 
ypon the ſecond day of February, put to flight the king of Au- 
ola, and defeated bis army, confilting of one Million and two 
Ermtred thouſande Moores : which may wel proue thattheſe 
populous armics are of little ſeruice and ſmal continuance, ra- 
ther like violent Rormes, then dripping ſhewers; and though 
- with eaſe they are gathered, yet without greater prouifion the 
- any prouince is able to affoord them, they are nor eafily helde 
togither, When their prouifion is ſpent, they begin to breake, 
and bid adieu to the aQtion; and that moſt commonly not in 
the midſt of their courſe, bur euen in their firſt remooues : for 
Metchants, vittailers, tailors, ſhoomakers, and ſuch like, fol- 
low not their wars : and if they ſhoulde, then this inconueni- 
ence would follow ; that for one million of ſouldiers, it were _. 
very neceſlary to prouide a million of wagons, packhorſe,car- SP 
ters, Carpenters, ViAualers, merchants, &c. and then, neither 
riuers would ſerue them for drinke, nor the fieldes with bread, 
northe earth for lodgings : ſo muſt they needs link vader their 
owne waight; which the Eaſterne Princes (lcading theſe Vie 
accuſtomed numbers yppon long iourncyes) in lome wy 
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forecaſting, and did alwayes prouide incredible maſſes ofme.. 
Hel ny;viftuall, | and ſuch like warlike prouiſtons, lon before they 
entredinto a&ion; as was well ſcene in Yerxes,who to maine- 
raine that great army,as well at ſea asat land, which hee ledde 
for the conqueſt of Greece, ſpent ſeauen yeares ir preparation 
for the journey. |

comparable to many dukes in Europe and kings ineAfricke. 
In their wars in /alabar they vie not the ſeruice of horſe, not 
onely for that the climate breederh none, (for thoſe that they: 
haue are broght ourof perſia and Arabia)but for that thenature 
ofthe country is not fit for horſemanſhip.. For as in Swexia the 
footmen vſe no pikes, & the horſmen no Lances forthethick- 
nefſe of the woodes, which maketh them vnſeruiceable, ſo in- 
Malabar becauſe of the ftraights, rivers of the ſea, & mariſhes, 
they ſcldome vic horſes, fo that all their forces confilt in ſhip<- 
ping and footmen.
